and help their friends. 

The great Normal deportment 
trains young people as teachers. 
There is no way so aure for gettiug a 
first class certificate aud getting it 
honestly as to attend Berea "s Normal 
department. 

Tbe Business Course fits students 
to keep accouute and transact busi- 
ness in a rapid, thorough, straight 
forward and profitable way. 

The most imjiortant course is pro 
bably the two-year Academy course, 
which is filled with the studies which 
are of greatest interest ami greatest 
practical value to give an immediate 
preparation for a useful and auccess 
ful life. Some of these studies are 
the following: letter writing and the 
use of language; book keeping; pbya 
iology - the care of health; history of 
our country; civics; readings from 
great authors; the science of wealth; 
the science of conduct, mathematics 
looking toward land surveying, etc. 
There is also an opportunity for 
students in this course to take studies 
in gardening, farm management, 
household management, dressmaking, 
cooking, music, aud the care of the 
atck. 

Students who are less advanced 
find tbe beet of opportunities in w hat 
are called the Model Schoola.

Natlvee Are Considered Boya Until

London — The native nprlsfng In 
Natal la beginning to assume such 
proportions that it la causing serious 
anxiety and South Africans generajly 
are couvlnord that there is grave 
trouble to be fueeel with the native* 
sooner or later. Whether It will com* 
as a result of the present rising in 
Nalnl deiiends piobably upon the suc- 
cess of the military meastireti which 
the Natal government Is now taking. 
Ill" rebel chief. Rambata. wltb 
a force variously estimated at from 
n.issi to a.Ouo, commands the main 
body of the rebels, but the other 
bodte* are probably not large and 
seem to be scattered wli.ely iu mobile 
companies lu the hush. 

'•tie night lately Mr fitalnhank. the

• i' trie! of KuluUcnd. was shot dead 
while using the field telephone to 
Eahowe His escort of three trooper* 
tailed to capture the murderer*. The 
ace-iie of the murder la close to the 
buttlefleJd of l lundl, where the last 
Zulu war ended. It Is not thought that 
the murderers belong to Bambuta's 
fore*, who ure not likely to he so fur 
from their center at Nandhla. and it la 
feared If marks the development of a 
frei-h center of lehellkm. 

Ool. Mackenzie, who Is In supreme 
military o.nin. in in Nut -I. wiih a 
column im hiding a Dutch contingent 
whii h volunteered fiom the Transvaal 
gad Itnyston's Irregular Horse, left 
Dundee for aotue destination In Zulu- 
land which up Iq the present haa not 
been revetiled. 

The gravity of the situation, unless 
the expedition against tb* natives U 
speedily sueeeesful. cannot be exag- 
gerated, according to South African*.

"blooding their aasegais," have gone 
on the warpath In order lo do to and 
thus become "men" in the Zulu sent.« 
of the word and avoid tha lguominy of

The giauts are in your path aud 
you must l>e fighters or slaves. 

Let me remiud you first of all that 
you have giants to kill in your own 
hearts. Your temptations have just 
begun. You have led a shielded life 
iu school ami yet you have someti 
been overcome. You go out to 
a world of people who will contradict 
everything that haa been said iu the 
sermon this morning. We pray for 
you. we hope for you, we believe in 
you; but we charge you to watch and 
pray against your own individual be- 
settiug sins. You have a good start 
iu this warfare. The battle with per 
sonal temptaliou is yet to be fought. 
No college diploma can ahield one 
from temptation nor excuse bim if he 
yiehta.

Mr. Hill's lioybood was s|M*nt in a 
poverty incident to loyalty to the 
Union before ami during the war, and 
au opeu house kept for all iiufortu

And tbat ia not all They are ready 
snd willing to pick a man up 

anil give him a good chauce to make 
a liviug ami a good borne if he will 
try to save whst he makes. 

We have fine cotton this year and 
also fine corn ami osta. Corn is all 
laid by and all of it ia as high aa a 
man's bead, and oata are all cut aud 
iu the shock. The farmers aay the 
oata will run from eighty to ooe 
hundred bushels to the acre. A msu 
don't have to sow his oats but once 
bers. Then they come up in tbe 
fsll aa a volunteer crop and grow all 
winter and make aa good a crop the 
next year as they did at first. They 
grow thia way as long ss a man wants 
to raise oata on a piece of land. The 
laud here sells for from thirty to oue 
hundred dollars per acre. Horses 
snd mules are high but cattle are 
low; hogs are high; cottou ia worth 
ten and eleven cents a pouutl, and 
people feed their cattle ou cotton 
seed through the winter. The cattle 
get as fat as they can be on this feed 
and make more butter than on anv 
other feed that can lie given.
